The Eighth Grade took on the 
issue of poverty as they read 
To Kill a Mockingbird. They 
discussed economics, the fall 
of the stock market and FDR's 
response to the situation. After 
learning more about the issue 
of poverty in today's society, 
they responded by volunteering 
at The Greater Chicago Food 
Depository. Additionally, they 
created a resource directory to 
increase awareness of places 
people can go for health care, 
financial counseling, job training, 
emergency housing, clothing 
and food, to name a few. The 
directory was published in 
the StreetWise newspaper and 
distributed to aldermen and 
women in each ward of Chicago. 
Also, students raised funds via a 
penny drive and collected books 
for the Streetwise Adult Literacy 
Program.

graders led 6th and 7th graders 
through two math exercises 
designed to demonstrate the 
importance of budgeting.

The fifth grade Science Convention 
marks the culmination of the 
lower school science curriculum. 
In the process of preparation, fifth 
graders have their first foray into 
the scientific method and scientific 
research.

This year, Mrs. Cullen and 
the fifth grade students hosted 
the eighteenth annual Science 
Convention. They shared their 
projects with the entire school 
community from the JK students 
up to Dr. Terwin's eleventh 
grade students. The students 
described and communicated 
about their projects confidently. 
Older students who visited 
shared fond memories of 
their own science convention 



experience. The younger students 
admired the "leaders" of the lower 
school and looked forward to the 
time when they will be engaged in 
a science convention of their own. 

The science convention 
is illustrative of the lower 
school science curriculum and 
in many ways encapsulates the 
lower school philosophy. As 
the students grow and develop 
in lower school, they are 
encouraged to find their voice. 
Mrs. Cullen's classroom provides 
an environment that is safe and 
nurturing, but also asks them to 
grapple with hands-on science 
challenges.
